Law againſt ſelling of Offices in the City, and every where elſe ; 
L it doth corrupt the Fountain of Juſtice, I {peak not fo much of 
_ your other Offices, but of thoſe in your Courts ofSJuſtice; it may 

prove the ruine of the City, and the deſtruQion of the Governmenr. 
Pray, My Lord, take care of Charity ; look after the poor, eſpeci- , 
ally 1n this hard Winter, and now there is ſuch Scarcity of Corn, , 
and the Dearneſs of Coals: Your Lorſhip in great Prudence and 
wiſdom, and of your great charity,will, I hape, think of it in time, 
and provide Stores for the poor Pcople, that they may not be in 
extream Want as to Food or Fewel. | 
I beg of your Lordſhip to be vigilant over thoſe who meet to- 
gether, and caba!, and ſtudy how to diiturb our Peace. My Lord, 
f they do now appear open-faccd,and ctfeEt to be known as Enemies 
tothe Government. They will not joya with us tn obſerving our 
Faſts, but take occaſion on thoſe days to feaſt and be jolly with one 
another ; they.purpolely pride themſelves 10 paying double Taxes, 
becauſe thereby they are known to be againft our preſent Settle- 
ment. Theſe muſt have a ſtri& Eye kept upon them.

I come now to the laſt part of this Work, that lies 
upon me, that is, to offer your Lordſhip ſome Conſiderations, that 
may encourage you in the chearful Diſcharge of your Office.
